Tariff Must 
End, Ike Says

DENVER (INS)— President Ei- 


senhower today made public a re- 
port declaring the United 
States 


must end its protectionist 
tariff 


policies or endanger the entire free 
world. 


The blunt warning was sounded 


by Lewis W. Douglas, who made 
a study for Mr. Eisenhower of the 
economic and 
financial problems 


involved in this country's relations 
with Great Britain. 


Douglas said removal of Ameri- 


can restrictions on free trade is es- 
sential and paving tho way for a 
return 
to 
full 
convertibility of 


sterling, a step which he strongly 
recommended, also is necessary. 


Mr. Eisenhowei* praised tho for- 


mer ambassador to Britain for his 
work on the report and commended 
it lo tho "earnest attention" of the 
commission set up to review the 
entire field of foreign economic pol- 
icies. 


Major revisions of the nation's 


tariff policies will await thq report 
of the 'commission which,.:is,; sched- 
uled to start work shortly. 


Douglas cited 
U. S. protective 


tariffs as one of the major causes 
of the "unbalance" between sterl- 
ing and the dollar caused mainly 
by our sale abroad of more goods 
than we buy from the British-dom- 
inated sterling area. 


Premier Fav.ollah X.ehedi. leader 


of the Royalist coup that overthrew 
crafty old Mossadegh, announced 
that he had been taken from 
his 


detention quarters. 


Zahedi refused to say just where 


Mossadegh is being held. Fervid 
followers of the shah might try to 
lynch him.

sadegh. 


"He would have been torn to 


pieces had he been caught' (by a 
mob), 
the shah said. "It must be 


made clear that the revolution was 
against him." 


"He will go on trial 
charged 


firstly with misdeeds carried 
out 


while he was premier and second 
ly with crimes committed after his 
dismissal," the shah said. 
"This 


second instance, is treason.' 


The shah's appointment of. Zahe 


di as premier led to a coup by 
Mossadegh and the flight of the 
33-year-old ruler to Rome by way 
of Baghdad last week.

bloody revolt, led by Zahedi, and
